600,000 Acres of N. Georgia Land 
To Be Added to National Forests 


Purchase of ‘Submarginal Property in Moun- 
tain Counties at Cost of $3,000,000 
Planned by Federal Service. 


Purchase of 609,000 acres 
land in eight north Georgia coun- 
ties at an estimated cost of 
$3,000,000 is planned by the United 
States Forest Service for addition 
to the Cherokee and Nantahala na- 
tional forests, it was announced 
yesterday by Joseph E. Kircher, 
regional forester. 

The land to be purchased lies in 
Rabun, Union, Fannin, Gilmer, 
Murray, White, Lumpkin and Towns 
counties. All is submarginal land un- 
suited to agriculture. 

The purchasing program’ will be 
spread over a period of years, but at 
least SO per cent of the land will be 
acquired by 1940. Mr. Kircher said. 
It is believed a large portion will 
be added during the next two years 
as part of the administration's land 
acquisition program. 

Addition of the 600,000 acres 
will more than double the national 
forest lands in Ceorgia. At present 
there are 450,000 acres in the Cher 
okee and Nantahala forests lying 


of ¢ within the boundaries of the state. 


“The United States Forest Serv 
ice is restricted by a state statute 
from acquiring lands other than in 
the mountain regions of north Geor 
gia,” the regional forester . said. 
“However, the areas we have 
mapped out in the Cherokee and 
Nantahala districts will necessitate 
the purchase of 600,000 acres of 
land. 

“We expect to acqufre a consid- 
erable portion of that 600,000 acres 
within the next two years and I 
believe that by 1940 we will have 
bought at least 80 per cent. The 
average cost of the land will be $5 
per acre, which will mean a total 
expenditure of $3,000,000." 

The two national forests in Geor 
gia are noted for their scenic 
beauty and are being developed as 
recreational centers by the forest 
service. Thousands of tourists vis 
ited the two forests last year and 
a 50 per cent increase in travel 
is anticipated for this year.

FLOODS THREATEN 
DENING AREAS 


Officials and Volunteers 
Battle Against River 
Ravages in Midwest.

The worst flood in years, ravaging 
cities and farms in the rich Kaw 
valley of Kansas, surged eastward 
last night toward Kansas City and 
engineers there made ready to com- 
bat high v-aters comparable to those

ing siege of floods and tornadoes

Damage to crops and property in 
the three states was placed unoffi- 
‘cially at upwards of $25,000,000. 

As the Kaw river swirled through 
the business district of Manhattan, 
Kan.—site of Kansas State College— 
officials at Topeka, the state capital, 
pushed preparations for the tide ex- 
pected there hourly. 

National guardsmen, regular army 
men and police rushed ahead of the 
surging crest in Missouri and Kansas. 
They helped farmers and townspeople 
in the lowlands to higher ground. 

Prompt warnings were credited with 
preventing great loss of life.

Strength Claimed. 


Metal radio tubes, indicated in 
tests to be of greater continued ef- 
ficiency than the glass type now in 
use, have been announced by the Gen- 
eral Eleetric Company, 

The new tubes will make their first 
appearance in the fall series of Gen- 
eral Electric radios. They are not in- 
terchangeable with present type glass 
tubes. e tubes were developed in 
teh research laboratories of the com- 
pany at Schenectady, N. Y., and are 
said to be much smaller and more 
sturdy as well as offering improved 
electrical characteristics in compari- 
son with glass tubes. They provide 
their own shielding and the metal 
shell proves a better heat conductor 
and radiator than glass. 

The shape of the new tube is cylin- 
drical, some of them in reduced di- 
ameter at the top. A terminal at the 
top extremity is provided in some, 
Such as the radio frequency amplifier. 
The lead-in wires are passed through 
a tiny bead of special glass that is 
fused securely within ani alloy eyelet, 
in turn welded to the metal container, 
assuring a lifelong vacuum.

Rabies in animals in Georgia has 
shown a decided increase in recent 
years. During 1934 a total of 1,104 
heads of animats were examined as 
compared with 951 during 1933. Be- 
tween 40 and 50 per cent of animals 


brought in for examination for rabies 
showed positive findings. 

In spite of the increase in the num- 
ber of cases in animals the actual 
incidence of the disease in humans 
averages about three cases a year. 
The disease is 100 per cent fatal. Only 
about 10 per cent of the people bit- 
ten by rabies dogs who do not re- 
ceive treatment develop the disease, 
since man is naturally resistant to the 
disease and, as is most often the case, 
suffers more from apprehension and 
dread-of developing the disease after
